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Mr. ISAACS: I’m hopeful that the pressure that’s building up — in- 
ternational pressure, economic pressure, oil pressure — helps to keep 
the situation in check, that the Iraqis don’t attack across the border, 
that some other solution is found beyond a military solution and I 
think it’s very possible. 

KING: Thank you both very much. Our guests have been David Sil- 
verstein and John Isaacs of the Heritage Foundation and the Council 
for a Livable World. When we come back, we’ll switch gears a little. 
Ricky White will be with us. You may have heard that story. It 
gained a lot of — in fact, about the only thing gaining — headlines 
while this was, and they claimed that his father may have been invol- 
ved in the assassination of John F. Kennedy. We’ll discuss that after 
this. Don’t go away. 

ANNOUNCER: Coming up, who really killed John F. Kennedy? 
[Commercial break] 

Claims Father Killed JFK 

KING: A couple of quick notes before we meet our next guest. 
Tomorrow night, we’ll meet antiwar activists. Yes, the rumblings 
begin discussing that aspect of the Persian Gulf. One week from 
tonight, Steve Martin will be our special guest, and during all this 
thunder and lightening and our return from the Goodwill Games, we 
have neglected to welcome aboard the new president of CNN, Tom 
Johnson. He left The Los Angeles Times to come with us, the elec- 
tronic side of media, and we happily welcome him aboard. Also, we’re 
happy to tell you that Burt Reinhardt, the retiring president, will still 
be with us in Atlanta as vice chairman for the next year. So, welcome 
aboard, Tom Johnson, happy Bert is still with us, the whole family 
remains. We endeavor to bring you 24 hours a day the best in 
coverage. 

Ricky White has a startling theory on the assassination of John F. 
Kennedy. He says his father, with two other men, fired on the 
presidential motorcade on that fateful day in Dallas. It is his claim 
that his father, Roscoe White, was actually the one to fire the shot 
that mortally wounded the President. How did you find this out. 
Rick? 

RICKY WHITE, Claims Father Killed JFK: It was in 1985, when 
I had come across a part in the diary, that I found the diary — 

KING: Your father kept a diary. 

Mr. WHITE: Yes, sir. I found the diary in 1982 when my grand- 
father had passed away in Paris, Texas, and from that point on, I 
took the diary back to Midland, Texas, with other material that was 
located in the footlocker that I found there in Paris. 

KING: This is your father, now. 

Mr. WHITE: Yes, sir, my father’s footlocker that he had placed there 
at my grandfather’s place in Paris, Texas. 

KING: I see. So you went to your grandfather’s place. Your father 
was still living. 

Mr. WHITE: No, sir, he was killed in 1971. 

KING: Okay, so he was dead a long time then. You were a young 



man. 

Mr. WHITE: Yes, sir. 

KING: How old were you when he died? 

Mr. WHITE: I was 10 years old. 

KING: Okay, so you go to your — your grandfather passes away, you 
go to your grandfather’s house, collect all this stuff, and your father’s 
stuff was there. 

Mr. WHITE: Yes, sir. 

KING: And three years — call me Larry, okay? 

Mr. WHITE: Okay, Larry. 

KING: Thre e years later, you find what? 

Mr. WHITE: Three years later, I come to a part in the diary. It was 
an everyday event that he would place into the diary. 

KING: He was a police officer. 

Mr. WHITE: He was a police officer for the Dallas police depart- 
ment, and I come across a part in the diary where it stated that him 
and two other men were a part of the assassination. He was— it 
started out that him, hisself /sic/, was 'Mandarin,' was located behind 
a— behind the stockade fence, and that ‘Lebanon’ was in the sixth 
floor book depository. 

KING: That would be Oswald. 

Mr. WHITE: No, Oswald was not one of the shooters in the Kennedy 
assassination. Oswald was probably in the book depository but was 
not one of the shooters in Dealy [sp?] Plaza. Saul was on the top of 
the Rikers [sp?] Building, and then what they had was a triangular 
shooting fire [sic] at the motorcade. 

KING: That’s the diary date of Friday, November 22nd. 

Mr. WHITE: That’s the — yes, sir. 

KING: What did he have on November 21st? Did he write, 

‘Tomorrow, we’re going to kill the President”? 

Mr. WHITE: No, he never did. What he had stated was that him 
and a few other men had met the day before and bad corroborated the 
plans before the next day, and that was when the assassination 
would be, the November the 22nd. 

KING: Did he enlarge at all on who Lee — Lee Harvey Oswald was 
and how that whole scenario took place? 

Mr. WHITE: No, sir. 

KING: He didn’t? 

Mr. WHITE: No, he never did. 

KING: He just said he shot and two other guys shot. 

Mr. WHITE: That’s correct. 

KING: Did he write why they shot? 

Mr. WHITE: Yes, because the men in the buildings would be diver- 
sions for the man behind the picket fence, and what it would be is 
they would fire first, giving the diversion of the people maybe looking 
up towards the buildingB when he was firing the fatal shot to the 
throat. 

KING: Your father was how old? 

Mr. WHITE: He would have been 28 years old at the time. 

KING: Why did he want to kill the President? 
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. right wing of the CIA at the time, to eliminate a national security 
threat. 

KING: Well, what took you five years to give us this diary? 

Mr. WHITE: It took me a long time to be able to corroborate the 
story, to be able to find other people that my father was involved 
with. 

KING: You mean you went on a five-year personal investigation? 

Mr. WHITE: No, sir. I was on a — I was on a full-time job basis and 
I had to do it on a personal venture, until 1989, and that’s when I 
started doing this full time. 

KING: Why didn’t you think of taking it, say, to The Dallas Times- 
Herald or The Dallas Morning News or The New York Times or the 
Washington Post or CNN or somebody and say, “Look, look what I’ve 
got here. Let’s — let’s go’? 

Mr. WHITE: First, I had to prove to myself that the story was true, 
and to investigate it— and my ideals at the time were that I was 
never going to bring the story public. I wanted to— 

KING: It’s your father. 

Mr. WHITE: I know that, and it’s hurt me very deeply to come for- 
ward to tell the story. 

KING: What proved it to you? 

Mr. WHITE: It was the diary in 1985 — 

KING: I know, but you said you had to go out to prove it. Was there 
any — 

Mr. WHITE: Yeah, when I started investigating the Kennedy assas- 
sination, corroborating through other individuals that my father was 
plotted [sic] into the assassination is when I came forward to a 
businessman in Midland, Texas, and asked him if he would be inter- 
ested in hearing the stoiy, and he was, and at the time, it was just 
strictly a one-on-one individual, that he was interested in finding out 
who was involved in the Kennedy assassination. 

KING: Where is the diary now? 

Mr. WHITE: I would believe now it would be in the possession of the 

KING: Did you turn it over to them? 

Mr. WHITE: No, I did not. 

KING: How did it disappear, if it was in your possession? 

Mr. WHITE: Well, when I was taken in in May of '88 to be inter- 
rogated for the involvement of the safety deposit box [sic] is when 
they discovered that I had a diary. And then I had already left the 
Federal Building, I had gathered all the material up — 

KING: Oh, you were being investigated because you took something 
from a safety deposit box? 

Mr. WHITE: No, sir, I was investigating a safety deposit box that 
my father had left. 

KING: And they stopped you from doing that — 

Mr. WHITE: That’s correct. 

KING: — and took the diaiy. Now, we have some statements here, if 
you’d like to comment. Bobby Ray Inman, former CIA deputy direc- 
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tor, alter examining me messages tnat noscoe wnne anegeuiy 
received from the CIA, said, “They are not legitimate.” His reaction 
is that the information you gathered was a forgery or invalid. 

Mr. WHITE: That’s incorrect. I have never forged anything. I’ve 
only found facts, and this man — 

KING: You got CIA stuff, information? 

Mr. WHITE: I have — John Stockwell, a former CIA director at the 
time, stated that he was 90 percent sure that it was corroborated, 
that they do look genuine. 

KING: The FBI says that they received this information in 1988, as 
you state, but “determined that this information is not credible.” 

Mr. WHITE: That’s what they told me in May of ’88 when I was in 
there being interrogated. They denied me; they told me it was not 
true, and I had known then at that time that I was not going to get 
any cooperation of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

KING: And the Dallas police department told the producers of Larry 
King Live that it was unlikely your father would have been on day 
work at that time; he would probably still be in the academy. The 
Dallas police department does verify that he was employed. 

Mr. WHITE: Well, that’s correct, but my father did not go to the 
academy until after January of 1964, so he was employed with the 
Dallas police department three months prior to him going to the 
academy. 

KING: As a patrolman? 

Mr. WHITE: No, sir, he was in the crowd scenes as a photographer. 
KING: We’ll be right back with Ricky White. We’ll include your 
phone calls. This is Larry King Live. Tomorrow night, don’t forget, 
Persian Gulf war — we present new antiwar activists. We’ll meet 
them. They’ll tell us why they think we shouldn’t be there. All that 
and more ahead. Don’t go away. v

HUGH AYNESWORTH, Journalist and Author: You know, 
people want to believe the story. They want to believe there’s a 
conspiracy, and they’re going to believe it, this one, some others.

Mr. WHITE: Well, it was because of my mother, that I’m standing 
up and telling the people today, is because without her pushing me on 
and wanting the story to be told, is the reason why I'm trying to tell

KING: But if everything jibes, and we now accept this, you have 
taken and painted your family, your father, your — in the mode of 
John Wilkes Booth, among the worst of our citizens ever, to kill a 
President by shooting him from behind.
